The oath was administered by Chief 
Justice William H, Fish, of the supreme 
court of Georgia, at the conclusion of 
the inaugural address. Then Hoke 
Smith delivered to Joseph M. Brown 
the silver dies of the great seal of the 
state, and a new page had been turn- 
ed in Georgia’s political and official 
history. 3 

Hereafter itis “Governor Brown” and 
“ex-Governor Smith.” 

It was a dramatic pulse-stirring mo- 
ment when the two men faced each 
other, the one to receive from the oth- 
er the insignia of power and executive 
authority. The silver dies, usflally care- 
fully wrapped in chamois and kept fn 
the office safe of the secretary of state, 
lay in the open hand of Governor 
Hoke Smith. 

Delivery of Great Seal. 

There was a silence that was almost 
oppressive as the man who had just 
concluded. a term as governor, and the 
man who entered upon @ new term, 
completed the formality of the delivery 
of the seal. 

No word was spoken, but with ex- 
ceeding gravity. Hoke Smith handed 
the seal to Joe Brown, who bowed low 
to receive this visible insignia of

“bh That firemen shall have three 
years’ experience before being promot- 
position of engineer, and 
in their order of 
provided they are able to 
pass all reasonable examinations. If 
they refuse or fail to pass the first 
examination, they will be reduced to 
freight service without losing their 
seniority, and the next senior man in 
turn will be called on to pass. Failing 
en second examination, they will be 
reducéd to bottom of extra list or 
disposed of as the company desires. 
White firemen now in the service who 
aré physically incapacitated for service 
will not be subjected to this rule. 
When firemen are promoted to the 
position of engineer they shall be 
given certificate of promotien signed 
by the examiner. 

“e That all firemen, when hired, 
shall be placed in freight, yard or 
hostling service, and the senior white 
firemen shall have preference of en- 
gines and runs. 

“4. That all hostlers shall receive 
their present rate of pay; assistant 
hostiers shall be considered as yard 
firemen, and paid yard firemen’s rates; 
extra firemen, when used as hostlers, 
shall receive the rate paid to hostlers. 

“e. That passenger, through, local 
freight and yard engines will not be 
blocked by non-promotable men. 

“f That firemen will not be _ re- 
quired to throw switches, flag street 
crossings or trains, except in case of 
emergency. 

“In the event the board of arbitra- 
tion in its award shall not grant the 
first proposition, concerning the em- 
ployment of negroes as locomotive 
firemen, it may award whether or 
not there shal! be a fixed percentage 
beyond which the party of the first 
part shall not employ negroes as fire- 
men, either on the road or in its

makes a vigorous,> well-reasoned ‘and 
entertainingly-written protest against 
the masculine view that marriage an 
motherhood and home-keeping are the 
only things women are intended for, 
and that the women who through in- 
clination or necessity are shut out 
from these privileges are necessarily 
objects of sympathy. 

“IT have laid stress,” she writes, “on 
the conditions under which woman's 
work as a wife, mother and house- 
keeper is usually carried on, because 
it seems to’me that the influence of 
those conditions has extended far be- 
yond that narrow circle of the home 
to which, until comparatively lately. 
her energies have been confined. It 
was within the four walls of the home 
that a man learned to look upon her 
as a being whose share of work was 
always the unpleasant share, and 
whose wages were the lowest wages 
that. could possibly be given. And— 
which is far worse—she learned to 
look upon herself in the same light, 
as a creature from whom much must 
be demanded and to whom little must 
be given. Small wonder, then, with 
that age-long tradition behind her, 
that when she is forced out Into the 
world, unorganized and unprepared, 
she finds it hard to get even a living 
wage for the work of her head and 
hands—and that when you speak of a 
sweated you mean a woman's trade. 

"There is. so far as I can see, only 
one way in which woman can make 
herself more valued, and free herself 
from the necessity of performing 
duties for which she gets neither 
thanks nor payment. She must do 
as men have always done in.such a 
situation—shirk the duties. 

“My intention in writing this book 
has not been to inveigh against the 
institutions of marriage, the life com- 
panionship of mam and women; all 
that I have invéfghed against has 
been the largely compulsory character 
of.that institution—as far as one-haif 
of humanity is concerned—the sweated 
trade element in it and the glorification 
of .certain qualities and certain -epi- 
sodes and experiences. of life at. the 
expense of all the others. I believe— 
because I have seen it in the working 
—that the companionship of marriage 
of self-respecting man and self-re- 
specting woman is a very perfect thing 


but I also believe that, under present 
conditions, it is not easy for self- 
respecting woman to find a mate with 
whom she can live on the terms de- 
manded by her self-respect. Hence 
a distinct tendency on her part to 
avoid marriage. Those women who 
look at the matter in this light are 
those who, while not denying that 
matrimony may be an excellent thing 
in itself, realize that there are some 
excellent things which may be bought

too dear. _That is the position of @ 
good many of us in these latter days. 
If we are leading an unnatural exis- 
tenee, it is not because we have no 
passions, but because life to us means 
a great deal more than one of its pos- 
sible episodes. [f we decline to listen 
with becoming reference to disquisi- 
tions on the broadening effect of moth- 
erhood upon our lives, the deep and 
miraculous understanding that it 
brings into our hearts, itis not be- 
cause we are contemptuous of mater- 
nity, but because we have met so many 
silly persons who brought babies into 
the world, and remained just as silly 
as they were before. We are quite 
aware, too, that it is, for the most 
part, women of our own unmated class, 
and, likely enough, of our own way 
of thinking, who spend their dass in 
teaching bungling mothers how to rea?

“And in this connection I feel it 
necessary to state that I have hitherto 
sought in vain in real life for that 
familiar figure in fiction—thé unmar- 
ried woman whose withered existence 
is passed in ceaseless and embittered 
craving for the possession of. a child 
of her own. The sufferings of this 
unfortunate creature, as depicted by 
masculine imagination; but honesty 
compels me to admit that I have never 
discovered their eounterpart fn Hfe, in 
spite of the fact that my way has led 
me amongst spinsters of all ages.’

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GEORGIA’S NEW GOVERNOR, 


SKETCH OF HIS CAREER 


-_ 
Joseph M. Brown, who was inaugu- 
rated governor yesterday, succeeding 
‘Governor Hoke Smith, against whom 
he conducted one of the most unique 
and interesting campaigns in the po- 
litical history of the state, is 58 years 
old and the son of Georgia's war gov- 

ernor.. ‘ | 


He has just completed, following his 
election, an extensive tour of Geor- 
gia, in which he visited more than 
100 counties, being everywhere warm- 
ly and “Cordially received; and he goes 
now to the executive office with the 
announced purpose of remaining there 
and attending to busifness. 

In politics “Little Joe,” as Me wae 
best known during the campaign, is 
a Democrat: in religion a Baptist. 

He is descended from Scotch-Irish 
Protestants, who came to this coun- 
try in the seventeenth century. His 
ancestors were hardy, honest and true 
men. His father was a contemporary 
of such Nilustrious Georgians as Lu- 
cfus Q: C. Lamar, Thomas R. R. Cobb, 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, -Robert G. 
Harper and Linton Stephens. In 
brain power and ability the elder 
Brown was the equal of any of these. 
Of him it was said that he had “the 
largest and best baianced brain of 
any man in the state and was the 
equal of any in energy and persever- 
ence.” , 

In the early eighties Georgia also 
clatmed such leaders as Alexander H. 
Stephens and Robert Toombs and Her- 
schel \V. Johnson and Howell Cobb. 
Although at the time thése men were 
older in years and higher in honors 
than Joe Brown, he was elevated by 
the people to positions coveted by a 
score of the illustrious meén of the 
time and reached by a necessarily 
limited few. . 

Governor Joseph M. Brown inherits 
many of his father’s traits. He ig 
calm, deliberate, slow in making up 
his mind, but determined and untiring 
once he is satisfied as to his course, 

Personal Appearance of Joe Brown. 

During the campaign a good deal 
was said about Mr. Brown’s personal 
appearance. It was charged that he 
Was not handsome. That is true. His 
Opponents said he could not make a 
speech. His friends admitted it. But 
they retorted that neither could 
Thomas Jefferson make a speech, but, 
oh, how he could write, like a mod- 
‘ern Junius! 

In the calm seclusion of his study 
Mr. Brown thought out the problems 
of the campaign as they werg pre- 
sented. He digested the facts, made 
up his mind and told the people of 
the state his views, in cards that 
could not be surpassed for concise- 
ness, clearness and incisive thought. 

Governor Brown is slight of build. 
He lacks the ruddy hue and glow of 
vigorous physical strength and virile, 
athletic manhood. His chest is nar- 
row and everything about him denotes 
the student. That is what he is; 
neither an orator, an Adonis, nor the 
embodiment of the popular concep- 
tion of a hero of the people. 

But Joe Brown’s mind is clear, ac- 
tive, ever alert and capable of grasp- 
ing and comprehending in their entire- 
ty the intricate details of every prob- 
lem he approaches. 

Quiet, calm and imperturbable, he 
easily impresses a visitor with his self- 
control and thorough mastery of hfs 
emotions. In height he is about 5 feet; 
6. His hair is tinged with gray and 
thin on top, Hisbeard is full and 
the brown if mingled with gray. His 
eves are dark brown. His nose is large 
and prominent and his forehead is 
broad and high. 

When he sneaks his voice lacks vol- 
ume and resonance. In conversation he 
fs ouiet, self-contained and is not a 
man to whom a laugh comes easily. 
He is earnest and even positive in a 
quiet wavy, but never unduly em- 
phatic and no one has ever heard him 
emphasize his remarks with profane 
expletives. 

There is nothing of the sport, the so- 
cietv leader or the bravado about “Lit- 
tie Joe.” 

He is unobtrusive, usually bent in 
reflection and apparently lost in his 
own mental processes. 

Brown's Wide Experience. 

The exveriences of Joseph M. Brown 
as laborer. law satudent, railroader, 
business man and farmer, should qual- 
ifv him to appreciate the struggles 
and sympathize with the needs of every 
clase of Georgia citizens. 

He has had a taste of almost every 
field of business activity. He is a pro- 
found student. an author, a business 
man and a farmer. Of an extramely 
modest and retiring disposition, his va- 
rious activities were not widely known 
until the remarkable campaign for gov- 
ernor. 

Mr. Brown was born in Canton, Cher- 
okee county, on December 28, 1851. His 
father was Senator Joseph E. Brown, 
and his mother. Elizabeth Grisham 
Brown. 

When Joseph E. Brown was eadected 
governor of Georgia in 1857, the fam- 
{ly moved to Milledgeville, which was 
then the state capital. and remained 
there eight years during the adminis- 
tration of Governor Brown. In De- 
cember, 1865, they moved to Atlanta 
and took up their abode in the famous 
Brown homestead on Washington 
street, in this city. 

lives on His Mariett Farm. 

This was the home of Joseph M. 
Brown until his mar.iage to Cora A. 
McCoraé on February 12. 1889. Pre- 
vious to h‘s marriage he had bought a 
splendid home in Marietta. formerly 
the property of ex-Governor Charles 
J. McDonald, whose death occurred in 
1859. The property was bought from 
General Henry R. Jackson, one of the 
most illustrious men in Georgia. his- 
tory. 

On this fine place. embracing 115 
eacres, the newly-elected governor lives. 
He also owns a large farm in Cherokee 
county, where he raises everything 
needed for his own table and for the 
stock of his two places. He recalls 


with pride that on this farm he raised | 


€7 bushels of corn to the acre. This 
was done-by deep plowing and liberal 
fertilization. He also raised 70 bushels 
of oats to the acre, and on seven 
acres produced 490% bushels. This 
was on the tons of Georgia red hills 
and not on rich bottom land. The real 
secret of this remarkable yield is deep 
plowing, the land having been plowed 
22. inches.

Mr. Brown’, Business Record, 
Had his eyes not failed him while a 
student at Harvard, where he went to 
take a year’s law course, Mr. Brown 
might have been a Jeading lawyer. He 
was studious, industrious and had a 
natural inclination for the law. He 
was first honor man when he graduat- 
ed in 1872 at Oglethorpe university in 
Atlanta. Rev. David Wills was at this 
time president of the college. Later li 
took a business course at Moore’s Busi- 
ness college. After graduating from 
Oglethorpe university he studied law 
and was admitted to practice in Can- 
ton, This was in 1873. Later he went 
to Harvard, where his eyes failed. 
His Work as a Railroader. 
Going into the railroad business as 
freight clerk on January 2, !877, he 
was offered the munificent salary of 
$40 a month. Joe Brown was soon 
turning a brake wheel, and in October 
of the same year was made ‘freight 
conductor. Four years later, when 30 
years of age, he was general freight 
agent of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad at a salary of $2,500 a year; 
while at 33 he was genera] freight and 


At- 


In the meantime he had filled the po- 
sitions of agent to trace lost cars, 
claim agent and ticket auditor. His 
election by the board of directors of 
the road to be general freight ani 
passenger agent occurred September 4, 
1884. On February 7, 1!889, 
chosen by the stockholders as general 
traffic manager. 

This rapid advancement Wag not due 
to the influence of any stock he held, 
for Mr. Brown d@id not then and has 
not now any railroag stock whatever. 

When the State road was leased by 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and §8&t. 
Louis, 0n December 28/ 1890, Mr. Brown 
was continued by President Thomas as 
traffic manager, and later was ap- 
pointed by him to represent the sys- 
tem ag a member of the executive 
board of the Southern Railroads and 
Stéamship Association. 

When the various branches of the 

Nashville, Chattanogga and St. Loults 
railroad were consolidated under one 
management, on September |, 1898, the 
separate organization of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad was abolished. 
Mr. Brown was succeeded by H. F. 
Smith. brother of the president of the 
system, after twenty-two years of suc- 
cessful service. 
He went with the Seaboard Air Line 
upon invitation of President John 
Skelton Williams in 1899, and remain- 
ed with the road until President Wil- 
liams and his organization were frozen 
out by the Thomas F. Ryan interests. 
Mr. Barr was then made general man- 
ager. 

During the campaign for governor, 
these business changes were attrib- 
uted to Mr. Brown’s incapacity. A re- 
cital of thefacts Imcident to every 
change made causes these charges to 
fall to the ground. 

Mr. Brown as an Author. 

It has been made td appear also that 
there was something impractical or un- 
manly in ae well educated, studious gen- 
tleman being an author. 

In 1886 Mr. Brown wrote and pub- 
lished a history of the Atlanta cam- 
paign which was paid the remarkable 
tribute of being praised by both Gen- 
eral Joseph E. Johnston and General 
Ww. T. Sherman, as being an accurate 
and impartial history of that event. 
On learning that the author had re- 
ceived letters on both sides -of the 
fierce struggle commending the ac- 
curacy of the account, General Marcus 
J. Wright stated he had never before 
heard of such a thing in the history of 
war. Mr. Brown also wrote a histor- 
ical romance of the mountains cam- 
paign, called “Kennesaw’s Bombard- 
ment.” 

In his leisure hours for the past sev- 
eral years Mr. Erown has been working 
on a historical romance of America. 
This was his greatest source of diver- 
sion in his hours of relaxation and 
freedom from routine business cares. 
The volume was called “Astyanax,” and 
was issued from’ the press of the 
ange ae Publishing Company, of 

} York City. 


Seme Family History. 


Mr. Brown’s ancestors came to this 
country in 1862 from Londonderry, Ire- 
land. They were Scorch-Irish protest- 
ants. His great grandfather was a 
whig rebel, who settled in Virginia and 
took an active part in the war of the 
revolution. His grandfather, Mackey 
Brown, was a native of South Carolina, 
to which state his ancestors had moved 
from Virginia. Later Mackey Brown 
moved to Tennessee, where he joined 
the brigade of General Carroll, and 
served under General Jackson in the 
campaign of New Orleans. In the fam- 
ily there has existed great admiration 
of that sturdy military hero and states- 
man. 

His grandmother, on his father’s side 
was Sally Rice, who was born in Vir- 

inia, of Welsh ancestry. The Rice 
amily having before emigrated,to Ten- 
nessee. 
were married and lived in that state 
until a short while before the birth wf 
Joseph Emerson Brown, the father of 
the present candidate for governor.

Senator Joseph E. Brown. 
Joseph Emerson Brown, Georgia's 
war governor, and later a senator of 
the United States from the state of 
Georgia, was born on April 15, 1821, in 
Pickens county South Carolina. Dur- 
ing his boyhood his parents moved to 
Union county in northeast Georgia. 
Here he was reared and remained 
until he set out for college. His 
earthly possessions at the time con- 
sisted of a yoke of steers. Accom- 
eee by his younger brother, James, 
e set out for Calhoun academy in An- 
derson district. They alternated in 
riding their father’s plow-horse and 
driving the steers. When about 130 
miles of the journey was completed, 

James returned with the horse, 
corer to the plan agreed upon. Upon 
arrival at the college town Joe Brown 
sold the steers for eight months’ board. 
He entered the school, and was forced 
to go into debt for @ amount of tui- 
tion fees charged. In 1844 he was a 
teacher in Cherokee county, Georgia. 
The next year he studied law, and in 
October entered Yale college, having 
been assisted by a liberal loan from 
Dr. is. Armed with the legal and 
literary advantages which this training 
gave, he returned to Canton and began 
the practice of law. In 1847 he was 
married to Elizabeth Grisham, a 
daughter of Rev. Joseph Grisham, a 
wr yg clergyman of uth Carolina.

With what will hereafter be known 
as “Joe Brown Simplicity,’ Georgia's 
new governor went to the state capitol 
yesterday morning to be inaugurated. 

The fanfare of trumpets and deep 
rumble of the big bass drum, with its 
open air ceremony, was made con- 
spicuous by its absence. 

Governor Brown, as he had declared 
all along, went to the capitol on this 
momentous occasion as he had done 
often before—he walked. 

Saturday morning he came down 
from his home in Marietta, on the old 
State road, for which he worked, years 
ago, and as he came to Atlanta before 
there were any interurban trolley 
lines. 

When the train arrived in Atlanta 
he swung off under the Forsyth street 
bridge and walking down to Whitehall 
via Alabama, he caught a Washington 
street car and rode out to the home of 
his brother, Julius L. Brown, who 
has been quite ill and practically con- 
fined to his room Since Christmas. 

He did not know whether his broth- 
er could come to the capitol, so want- 
ed to call on him first. 

But Julius Brown wanted to see the 
inauguration and insisted on going 
with him, declaring the sunshine and 
exercise would do him good. 

Together they left the Brown home 
on Washington street, the governor 
dressed in a new brown jeans suit, cut 
Prince Albert style, and wearing a 
brown tie and black derby.

Bishop, of Macon, attired ij a brown 
Prince Albert suit, saw and recognized 
him first, and let up a cheer which let 
all the capitol know the governor had 
arrived. 

From all sides of the capitol, then, 
his friends swarmed, and it was with

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BRIEF INAUGURAL ADDRESS 
MADE BY GOVERNOR BROWN 


The inaugural address of Governor 
Joseph M. Brown was brief and: cen- 
cise. It was charactetized by the same 
simple dignity and straightforward 
honesty that marked all the day’s pro- 
ceedings. 

It was delivered in a calm, even 
voice and there was a marked absence 
of any oratorical effort. Every word 
could be heard, the governor spoke 
with such deliberate earnestness, and 
the delivery was frequently interrupted 
with hearty applause. 

When he declared that Georgia 
stood for progress; when he pledged 
obedience to the constitution; «nd 
later, when he promised to work “to 
restore economic conditions which wil! 
enable all who work to prosper,” he 
was interrupted by outbursts of ap- 
plause. 

The only reference to recent political 
events was contained in the sentence in 
which, after declaring he would exer- 
cise every duty imposed by the consti- 
tution and would not attempt to ex- 
ercise any that was expressly or by 
inference denied, he sald: 

“Each eitizen filling an office estab- 
lished under the constitution is re- 
sponr ie for the administration of its 
functions, and no one in another de- 
partment is authorized to interfere 
with the exercise of such administra- 
tive power.” 

Gentlemen of the General Assembly, 

Ladies and Fellow Citizens: 

In obedience to the mandate of the 
sovereign people, | appear before you 
for the purpose of taking the oath 
whicn binde me to the duties cf chief 
executive of this great commonwealth. 

Before taking this oath I pause a 
few moments to invoke the blessing

Let Us Forget Differenges. 

In the meantime, if there have been 
differences let us put them behind us; 
let harmony guide our thoughts and 
accord characterize our acts; let us 
bear in mind that we are Georgians, 
and that the interest of each Georgian 
is the interest of all Georgians, and 
let us prove to the world that wisdom- 
endowed, constitution-obeying an 
honor-loving Georgia holds forever 
sacred the guarantee that under her 
aegis abide as regnant forces justice, 
faith and truth.

fact as the official holds his cath. Les 
us then, téqsafeguard that protection, 
discard haste and impulse and with) 
faith in God and in ourselves promul- 
gate instead the propaganda of delib- 
eration and réciprocal rights, of con- 
servatism and common sense. {Ap- 
plause. And in promulgating that 
propaganda we ever face the fact that 
the people are the power, not the 
nead-spring only, but the great roll- 
ing river, clear with intelligence and 
masterful with might, shining with 
justice and sweet with truth, con- 

trolled by no one, but controlling , 
everyone. 

My countrymen, love is not an empty 
idea, and fraternity not a dream. All 
things peaceable are possible to those 
whose will is to do the right. The 
glory of Georgia can be found in a 
united manhood. If, then, in the exer- 
cise of the faculties with which the 
Deity has endowed us, we acquire 
prestige, rank or power, let us cast 
them at the feet of our great mother 
state, and to her say: “There are thine, 
and we are thine!’ (Applause.)

McLendon’s Case Held 
‘Up ’by Inauguration. 


It Will Be Taken Up by Legis- 
lature Again Tomorrow and 
Reviewed in All the Details 
of Its Attractive and Unique 


Picturesqueness. 


The inauguration of Governor Jo- 
seph M. Brown, for the moment, cast 
a shadow over the suspension by for- 
mer Governor Hoke Smith of Chair- 
man S. G. McLendon, of the railroad 
commission. But with the beginning 
of the legislative week tomorrow the 
McLendon incident will be taken up 
with renewed interest, and gone over 
in all of its manifold picturesqueness. 

It will be, for several days to come, 
the foremost topic of discussion. 
Neither house of the general assem- 
bly touched the subject at Saturday 8 
session. The house received a message 
from the senate, announcing its action 
adopting a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a joint committee to 
take the evidence and place it before 
the legislature, but no action upon 
the senate resolution was taken. 

With the opening of the week, how- 
ever, the question will become exceed- 
ingly alive again. It is up to the 
house first to act, however. It will 
either have to pass the senate resolu- 
tion or a resolution of its own and 
send it over to the senate, as the two 
houses will first have to reach some 
agreement upon the form of procedure 
before anything can be done. This will 
probably be attended to Monday or 
Tuesday at latest. 

It is believed by the middle of the 
week the investigation of the facts 
surrounding the suspension of Com- 
missioner McLendon will be well un- 
der way. 

What Will They Do With 1? 

There are all sorts of predictions 
and ferecasts as to the probable ac- 
tion of tke house and senate in the 
matter, hut the most general belief 
seems to be that Governor Smith will 
not be sustained. 

This is, of course, an expression of 
opinion indulged at the capitol.

Many members of the house are fa- 
vorabiy inclined toward this method, 
and it Is said to be not unlikely that 
the senate resolution will be adopted 
in the house early this week. 

The other suggested method is for a 
hearing before each house in commit- 
tee of the whole or both in ;joint 
session. The sentiment of the mem- 
bers géneraily seems against this plan, 
though it may be still further § dis- 
cussed in the house before final action 
is taken.

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HISTORY REPEATS ITSELF 
IN GOVERNOR JOE BROWN: 


By Iama Dooly. 
Athens, Ga., June 26,—(Special.)—. 
The incoming of Governor and Mrs. 
Joseph M, Brown to the executive man- 
sion will prompt the surviving mem- 
bers of the “old south” in Georgia to 
say: “History repeats itself.” 

“I well remember the day his father 
entened the mansion,” they will con- 
tinue, as they bear witness to the in- 
auguration of the new governor. 

They will recall the fearlessness, the 
wisdom and the poise of the “war gov- 
ernor,” who will live fonever in the 
annals of Georgia's history as one of 
her greatest statesmen. 

“And the gentle, lovely lady who 
was ever by his side,” the survivors of 
that regime will recall. 

Ever strong in her 
ideal as the helpmate and mother, 
kind and thoughtful as the friend, 
she is as indelibly impressed upon the 
minds of the people of her time as is 
her noble companion. 

And when she lay majestic in death, 
there was not a friend who looked 
upon her placid face who did not 
recall some kindly act, some thought— 
a little gift, that she had brought 
from her travels, to express what was 
her always loyal consideration of those 
she cared for. | 

In a home atmosphere reflecting 
the marked individuality and person- 
ality of these two people, Georgia's 
present governor spent his early life. 

He was studious in boyhood—stu- 
dious not only of the text-books given 
him by his instructors, but of the 
things around him; of the books in 
his father’s library, and of the con- 
versations of the thoughtful men who 
assembled there at all times. 

But, while he expressed the charac- 
ter traits of the scholar, he inherited 
at the same time that great quality, 
predominating in both father and 
mother—the quality of common sense. 

While his mind developed and was dis- 
ciplined and tutored by masters repre- 
senting the nation’s highest culture, 
he never lost sight of the practical— 
the Dusiness side of life: and, while 
his recreation was in udy of the 
classics, and the highest forms of lit- 
erature, he was as well abreast of the 
times in all the knowledge necessary 
in his business vocation which he 
chose in railroad activities. 

His first official identity with rail- 
road life was under the latter part of 
his father’s administration, when the 
elder Brown was president of the 
State road of Georgia, more common- 
ly called now the Western and At- 
lantic railroad.

The Well-Balanced Man. 

In order to keep pace with these two 
factors of what may be called his life 
vocation—in study and business, Mr. 
Brown and his family withdrew to the 
peaceful tree-shaded old home at Mari- 
etta, Ga., where he has so evenly pur- 
sued the course which makes him to- 
day one of the best balanced, best edu- 
cated men in the south. 

In these attributes he more nearly 
meets the call of the nation for the 
right kind of men, than thousands in 
the public eye who have already dissi- 
pated their forces in their mad race for 
political honors and public recognition. 
While mary of his contemporaries 
have heard their own voices resound | 
in the national capital or had 
rames neralded from press and public 
rostrum, they have already wasted 


- 


their forces beyond recall. They have 
given out, in DWadly-directed, dishon- 
est political campaigns, in public dem- 
cnstrations and sometimes cheap ban- 
quet speeches about all their store- 
house contained. They left off their 
study at the doors of the university or 
college and in self-sufficiency regard- 
ed the thoughtful research and striv- 
ing for scholarship on the part of 
others, as the business of the teacher 
or literatteur, rather than the duty 
of the aspirant to high office. These 
men, who are men only of the mo- 
ment, representing a type, not pecu- 
liar to Georgia, but unfortunately of 
the nation, have been “giving out,” 
while Citizen Brown, of Marietta, has 
been “taking in” all that came his 
way, and pow has a store house fiom 
which he can draw the wares of 
knowledge about world things, about 
things educational, economic and s80- 
cial, and which will serve him in his 
high office. He has come equipped, 
not as the man of the moment, but as 
a man who will make for himself a 
place for all time in the history of his 
state.

It Looks as if Eastman Murder- 
ed Woman, Though Many 
Believe His Story That She 
Was Done to Death by a 
Jealous Rival.

Michael’s, Md., June 26.—Tell- 
tale shafts of light continued today to 
filter in upon the tragedy of the lone- 
ly Bungaiow of Broad creek.

Eastman repaid a loan last week of 
$200, and when he returned here from 
Paltimore on Tuesday night, he seem- 
ed plentifully supplied with money. 

Fight Over Eastman’s Body. 

There promised for a time today to 
be a fight for the legal custody of 
bastman’s ‘body. <A. 8S. Rosenthal, of 
New York, an attorney who represent- 
ed Kastman when he was charged 
with grand larceny, ang who secured 
for him the bail which he forfeited 
by flight, arriving upon the scene and 
acting for Mrs. Iida 8S. Eckstein, of 
New York, one of the sureties who 
lost heavily by the forfeiture of the 
bond, demanded the custody of the 
body in order that he might make de- 
livery of it to the New Yo’* authori- 
ties there, by whom a rew: (i of $1,500 
had been offered. 

The local authorities declined to give 
up the body. 

The letter of the suicide, in which 
he gave to his wife his version of the 
killing of Mrs. Woodill by a jealous 
woman, was made public today and 
deeply impressed many. 

Foreman Radcliffe, of the coroner's 
jury, declared himself convinced of 
the truth of the strange missive, and 
urged the authorities to investigate 
further into the matter. 

While many others were as deeply 
impressed as the jury fereman, the 
search of the authorities fail to sub- 
stantiate any of Eastman’s claims. 
The states’ attorney and the members 
of the coroner’s jury continue to with-4 
hold the contents of the two letters 
found on Eastman after his spectacular 
suicide in the little skiff in which he 
had hoped to elude, for a time at least, 
the clutches of his pursuers.

She Kuew of Eastman’s Past Life. 

The girl knew much of Eastman’s 
past life—knew him as an accused 
swindler and embezzler and a fugitive 
from justice—and the theory is ad- 
vanced that in the course of their 
quarrel the girl threatened to disclose 
Eastman’s identity. 

There is the theory, too, that while 
Mrs. Woodill had lingered. longer in 
the east than either she or her hus- 
band had intended because of her as- 
sociation with Eastman, she had de- 
cided at last to go away and see the 
man no emore. The disclosure of this 
purpose may have led to her death in 
the bungalow. 

D. Ashton Plummer, of this place, 
saw a motorboat with two women and 
three men, all styl{shly dressed, mak- 
ing its way out of Broad creek, .on 
which the Eastman bungalow is Ito- 
eated, the Sunday morning following 
the murder. After making a trip to 
Oxford, however, the boat and pas- 
sengers returned.

Mrs. Woodill. 
Why He Pawned Jewels. 

Being badly in need of money, it 
is believed that the idea of pawning 
the jewelry came to him when he felt 
that flight might be necessary. Thi 
is the theory expressed by the Balti- 
more police, who found the two dia- 
mond rings and brooch in the pawn- 
broker's place. With the exception 
of her wedding ring, whieh remains 
unaccounted for, these were the only 
articles of jewelry worn by Mrs. Wood- 
ill when last seen. The rings and 
brooch were identified positively by 
the dead girl's foster father and sister. 

It was announced tonight that the 
.uthorities will make another careful 
search of the bungalow, and will dig 
up the ground in the vicinity of the 
place, further to investigate a strange 
odor, which is becoming more and 
more apparent. 

The fact that Eastman had gone to 
Baltimore Tuesday was known prior 
to the discovery of the pawned jewelry. 
It was that day that he mailed the 
letter written some time previously by 
Mrs. Woodill to her foster sister. It 
is thought the letter, which was in- 
tended to convey the impression that 
the writer was in Baltimore, was 
penned by Mrs. Woodill either to mask 
her visit to the bungalow or else she 
had written the letter with the idea 
actually of going to Baltimore after 
meeting Eastman. The quarreling of 
the two as they left the station Satur- 
day, according to the witnesses, seem- 
ed to be over the girl's refusal to go 
to some specific place with the man. 


Killed With Champagne Sottie. 


Eastman’s letter was as follows: 

“Vinnie: Take this money and go at 
once to McDanfel, Talbot county, Mary- 
land, and claim my body and all my 
property. The property consists of 
twenty-two acres of land and a bunga- 
low. here is also a motor boat. Have 
a sale and convert the whole thing into 
eash. I don’t owe a cent excepting for 
the paint and pump, etc., which Shana- 
han & Wrighton, of Easton, will be 
glad to get back, as it is not broken, 
just as it was shipped. 

“Little girl, I had no hand in the 
tragedy. Was there and removed the 
evidence after the other two couples 
fied. I did this for self-preservation 
and am haunted. The yrctim was my 
particular friend and we were well- 
mated. Have only known her three 
weeks. We all, that %s, two men and 
two other women from Annapolis, went 
to the bungalow for atime. Everyone 
got full excepting Edith and myself.

WAY TO USE TOBACCO. 


. York, June 13.—According to 
the be ort of the Belgium Society for 
the Advancement of Sctence, smokers 
who want to protect their health have 
row no choice between cigars, pipes 
or cigarettes. 

Science, after many years of experi- 
menting, has delivered its ultimatum. 
The only way in which we can use to- 
bacco and hope to live to be 80 or 90 is 
to use it In the form of cigarettes, and, 
more surprising still, in the form of 
cigarettes which ate smoked through a 
holder, such as is supplied on a Russian 
cigarette. 

his Belguim society is composed of 
a number of scientists who take up 
from time to time questions of prac- 
tical scientific value. 
vears they have been experimenting 
with tobacco in its various forms. The 
report just published is a long and 


complicated one, but its conclusions 


are in substance as follows: 


- “Nicotine is decomposed and rendered 
moré or less harmless by perfect com- 
bustion. For this reason, after two- 
thirds of the olgar has. been smoked 
and the butt has become moist, it 
should be thrown away, because the 
moisture prevents this perfect. com- 
bustion of tobacco and the consequent 
decompesition of the nicotine. Con- 
versely, the ieast harmful form of 
smoking tobacco is the wigprecss. espe- 
cially if used with a holder, because 
the dryness of the paper and tobacco 
makes perfect combustion possible.”

Information is greatly desired con- 
cerning these families. 

Benjamin Davis, Sr., of Culpeper 
county, Virginia, born 1735 of Welsh 
ancestry, married Mary Bush whose 
mother was Elizabeth Wash. It is be- 
lieved that Mary Bush was the sister 
of Lieutenant John Bush who was 
killed at the Battle of Savannah, 1779; 
he was born in Culpeper, but was in 
Service in the Second South Carolina 
artillery. 

The name Wash is so rare that if 
anyone has any records at all on this 
family, it is hoped they will give them 
however meager, for a small clue might 
untfavel the tangle. 

On the other hand, the name of Bush 
has many representatives, and it is a 
difficult problem to differentiate col- 
lateral lines, especially when Christian 
Mames are so often repeated.

William Bush ist, of Shenandoah 
Valley of Virginia, and wife, Martha, 
had child (his will probated in Chowan 
county, North Carolina, 1716).

Mary (given by some records, omitted 
by others), but it seems that the wife 
of John Early was a Mary (Bush) be- 
fore 716. John Bush Ist and Mary 
Bryan had child. Elizabeth married 
Mark Phillips. William 3rd married 
Mary Hardy or Hurd. Mary married 
Joseph Boon. Hardy married Catherine 
Franks, of wiss ancestry. She mar- 
ried 2nd General James Blackshear. 
Isaac married Charlotta Jones, moved 
to Barnwell district (now Aiken coun- 
ty) South Carolina. William Bush 3rd 
and Mary had children, John 2nd, who 
married Mary Miller and settled in 
Aiken county, South Carolina, near his 
uncle, Isaac. It ig thought there was 
one daughter of this marriage, but no 
further record. After the death of 
William Bush 3rd, his widow married 
Thomas Castellaw and lived in South 
Carolina. She took with her, besides 
her children, two or three nephews, 
gaid to be Isaac, John and Edward. 

Mary (Bush) and Joseph Boon had 
children, James, Joseph, Thomas, Rat- 
liff, Mary, Martha and Ann.

BY THE CASS STATION MODEL SCHOOL 


No school in the federation’s sphere 
of influenge is better and more favor- 
ably known than the one at Cass Sta- 
tion, under the able directorship of 
Mrs. R. L. Johnson, who giyes most 
freely both of time and money to its 
furtherance. 

It is called the Massachusetts-Geor- 
gia school, because the wise benevot 
lence of the Massachusetts federation 
made it possible to begin and for sev- 
eral years to continue the industrial 
work which. hes proven so successful. 

Of a recent visit to this chool, Mrs. 
W. W. Daves, of the Cherokee Club, 
of Cartersville, writes: 

On visitors’ day Mrs. Shaw and Mrs. 
Mayson, from the Woman's Club at 
College Park, and a delegation from 
the Cherokee Club, of Cartersville, con- 
sisting of Mrs. Peeples, Mrs. L. J. Brad- 
ley, Mrs. MoCafferty, Mrs. W. W. Daves, 
Misses Mamie and Emmie Jones, were 
among the club women present. Mrs. 
M. L. Johnson, under whose fostering 
care this institution has been from its 
birth, was the hostess of the day. She 
met the delegation at the station and 
made each visitor feel at once that, 
despite “wind and weather,” sunshine 
and cheer were in store for all. The 
model school is about half a mile from 
the station. It is a large two-story 
building, beautifully situated in the 
center of a four-acre plot of ground, 
surrounded by hill and Valley and great 
stretches of woodland, with the moun- 
tains lifting high their heads in the 
distance. 

The children had deeorated the schoo! 
rooms with great vases of lilacs, crab- 
apple blossoms, sweet shrubs and 
white spirea. The stage in the audi- 
torium, where the exercises were held, 
was garlanded with Georgia pine. The 
rooms downstairs where the industrial 
life of the school is carried on, were 
especially interesting, containing, as 
they did, tangible proof of what had 
been accomplished by the pupils. In 
the work shop there were specimens of 
basketry, raffia work, rug weaving, 
sewing from basting tod buttonholes, 
darning, elementary woodwork, pyrog- 
raphy, shuck mats. One little fellow 
was making one of these when the 
visitors entered. There was a cute lit- 
tle log cabin, furnished throughout 
with dear little tables and chairs, a bed 
with all accompaniments and with a 
rag carpet on the floor. 

In the work shop is also thé school 
library. The shelves were made by the 
boys and are quite artistic, with the 
supports of wood in their natural state. 
In the cook room. the girls, under the 
supervision of their teacher, Miss Jor- 
dan, were busily engaged preparing 
lunch. The odorg were 80 apnetizinge 
and the room so enticing with its long 
work tables, with their linoleum cov. 
ers, and the shining cooking utensils, 
that it was with the utmost difficultv 
the visitors tore themselves away and 
sought the literary department. | 


80 Pupils Enrolled.

Miss Jordan, who ts the teacher of 
manual training, is a graduate of the 
Georgia Normal and Industrial college, 
and was assistant in that department 
before coming to Cass Station.

Miss Jordan's Paper. 


One of the most interesting features 
of the exercises was the paper read 
by -Miss Jordan. She had prepared it 
for the recent teachers’ institute, and 
her subject was, “The Correlation of 
Manual Training with Other School 
Work.” 

Her argument was so conclusive that 
it will not be amiss to give some of 
the main points of her article, which 
will give some idea of the work the 
model school is doing: 

“In our own school at Cass Station, 
where we have two separate depart- 
ments, with teachers for each, the field 
is broad. We shall endeavor to show, 
as it occurs to us, how such work as 
we have may be made interesting and 
heipful to both departments. In the 
first place, in the correlation of the 
work of any several departments, a 
thorough understanding of the meth- 
ods of each, by the different teachers 
concerned, is absolutely necessapy. 

“We have taught in the industrial 
department this year cooking, sewing 
in several stages, including the per- 
forated cards, sample work on muslin 
of the plain sewing stitches, from bast- 
ing to the buttonhole, and simple em- 
broidery; bead work, reed and raffia, 
basketry, rag making, drawing, paper 
cutting, cardboard construction and 
elementary woodwork, besides having 
devoted some time to work on the cam- 
pus, each class planting and caring 
for a small garden of early vegetables. 

“The work as we have done it, or 
even such parts of it as could be used 
by the grade teachers, might furnish 
excellent and interesting subject mat- 
ter for composition, and drills in writ- 
ing and spelling. 

“In our couking classes the recipes 
are dictated. and the pupils required 
to copy them in blank books kept for 
that purpose. This copying might 
sometimes take the place of the usual 
writing lesson, and words selected 
therefrom be instituted for the spell- 
ing lesson, 

“As each girl or group of girls in 
the class makes a designated portion 
of the whole recipe some excellent and 
practical examples in fractions may be 
deducted. For instance, there are three 
teaspoonfuls in a tablespoonful. If 
the recipe calls for one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of a certain ingredient, 
and the pupil is making one-fourth of 
the entire amount, what part of a tea- 
spoonful would she use, etc. 

“Many practical examplesin expense 
accounts and quantities and measure- 
ments of all kinds may be taken from 
the various forms of the work which 
I have mentioned. 

“The work may also be correlated 
with geography in the lécation of the 
sources of the different products, and 
with physiology and hygiene in the 
eae care of nourishment of the

“Various simple and inexpensive 
manuel training devices to be used in 
constructive work may very suc- 
cessfully adopted by the thoughtful 
teacher to illustrate dry facts. Among 
these devices are soft wood splits, 
colored sticks of different length, as- 
— re ah ge ‘wooden tablets, pictures 
an racing paper, crayons, clay for 
modeling, and the sand box. . 

“Because of the necessary freedom 
from int in the manual trainin 
classeg, t is no form of school wor 
which furnishes ter means of 
th each indi

detail on the part of the pupil. 

“Itis the skillful teaching of manual 
training that the child is brought face 
to face with the knowledge he already 
possesses, and finds opportunity to ap- 
ply much abstract book learning to the 
actual concerns of his every-day life, 
and to uge the thoughts and ideas of 
them as a foundation for original 
thought and invention.” 

Oh, that the club women would real- 
ize what an opportunity is theirs in 
the care and maintenance of these 
model schools, whose responsibility 
they have assumed.

Koreans in the future. 
The Orown Prince of Korea. 

I have had a good chance to study 
the present emperor, through my 4u- 
dience with him and talks with the 
officials who know him best. He-is a 
weakling in the hands of the Japan- 
ese. He is compos mentis, but his mind 
is so little that a wooden man, if he 
could be automatically worked, would 
bave as much force, and he would, 
moreover, be cheaper to keep. The em- 
peror is the son of the retired em- 
peror by the late queen. His father 
is bright intellectually, but he has no 
more backbone than a jelly fish. He is 
incapable of ruling efficiently or hon- 
esthy, and his long administration has 
been one of cruelty and crime. 

The little crown prince is the s80n 
of thie retired emperor. He is the 
half-brother of the man on the throne, 
his mother being the notorious Lady 
Om, a favorite consort, but not the 
wife, of his majesty. After the em- 
press was assassinated this Lady Om, 
who had been brought into the palace 
as one of her attendants, became the 
favorite in thee retired emperor's ha- 
rem. She has ousted all the other 
ladies of her class, and.she holds the 
old emperor in the hollow of her hand. 
Her power was strengthened upon the 
birth of the little crown prince, about 
twelve years ago, and she is still at the 
head of the retired —as estab- 
lishment. 

The crown prince has been going to 
schoo! for the past five or six years, 
and he is being educated along west- 
ern lines. He is learning Japanese, 
and all of his studies are carried on 
in that language. His chief work is 
being done at the Nobles School in 
Tokio, but he has also private tutors, 
and he will have as good an education 
@s any prince of Japan. It is whis- 
pered here that upon his graduation 
he will take one of the Japanese prin- 
cesses to wife, and that when he comes 
back to Korea, at the age of twenty or 
so, there wii! be another shuffle of the 
imperial cards, and this boy will 
put in the present emperor's place. 
Such a chang@. would undoubtedly 
benefit both Korea and Japan. The 
people here will then have an emperor 
who can speak Japanese as well as 
Korean, and who wil! be abreast of the 
new civilization. He would have the 
good of his own people at heart, and 
will be able to act for them, and at the 
same time be an efficient lieutenant 
for the mikado. 

A Bright Young Prince. 

Prince Ito tells me that the crown 
prince has extraordinary ability, and 
he predicts that he will make a good 
monarch. The little fellow is just the 
opposite of his half-brother, who is 
now on the throne. The  Iatter had 
hardly been outside his own apart- 
ments until he was over thirty years 
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of age, and today his only exercises 
are walking about his palace grounds 
with now and then a short horse- 
back ride in them. He looks pale and 
enemic, and his flesh seems to be 
putty. This crown prince could hoid 
his own with little Charlie Taft or 
Quentin Roosevelt. He is fond of 
athletics and hikes to shoot, fish and 
play ball. At the same time he 
stands high in his classes, and is not 
averse to study. 

The Korean papers are full of what 
he is doing in Japan, and the people 
of the palaces have been delighted 
with some biograph pictures which 
have just come showing the little 
prince on the hunt. The papers describe 
the palace which the Japanese have 
given him. They state that his little 
highness sleeps in @ European bed in 
a room kept warm by an electric stove. 
Hig palace is furnished throughout in 
foreign style, and he has mechanical 
toys of all kinds. He has riding horses 
and all sorts of gymnastic appliances. 
from punching bags to paratiel bars. 
His palace is guarded by eighteen feot 
soldiers ‘and ten court policemen, and 
when he goes out he has an escort. His 
instructors are selected from  high- 
class Japanese professors. The mikado 
himself is interested in him, and alto- 
gether the Japanese are trying to 
make of him a man as well as a mon- 
arch. 

Korea’s Sew Schools. 

When this boy becomes Emperor of 
Korea he will have a new nation to 
govern. These people are just begin- 
ning to appreciate our civilization. 
Their almond eyes are opening to the 
needs of modern education, and schools 
are being started in all of the cities. 
Those of the missons, which have been 
in existence for years, are overcrowd- 
ed and the new ones of the Japanese 
government have more than they can 
do. There are several thousand boys 
ahd as many girls now in attendance 
at the public schools of Seoul. They 
all wear uniforms, and night and morn- 
ing the streets are filled with 


and bareheaded girls with their books 
in their hands. Each boy has a little 
brags badge on his cap which marks 
the school to which he belomgs. All 
the boys have their hair cut short, in- 
stead of wearing it in long braids 
down their backs, as was the old Ko- 
rean custom, and the girls wear no 
veils, which is quite contrary to the 
ideas of the older Koreans. 

The government school buildings are 
much like those of Japan. They are 
equipped with furniture like ours, and 
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its gymnasium’ There is a

The Y. M. C. A. is doing a great 
educational work here in Seoul, and 
one of the finest of the new bulldings, 
which is now going up, is a Korean 
college being built by Korean money 
and backed by Koreans The natives 
realize that the Japanese are now 
brighter than they are, and they feel 
that their success comes from the new 
education. In the past the Chinese 
classics were the only standards of 
scholarship. Today our modern 
studies have taken the place of the 
classics, and all Korea is studying the 
multiplication table.

A Literary Awakening. 

The Koreans have always been a lit- 
terary people. Much of the old 
ing of Japan came from them, and they 
still hold scholarship in the highest 
respect. Indeed, the common word 
here for Mr. is “Schoolman.’ The Ko- 
reans call each other Schoolman Pak, 
Schoolman Ye or Schooliman Kim, in- 
instead of Mr. Pak, Mr. Ye or Mr. Kim 
In the past the better classes of the 
people have been well up in Chinese, 
and I have seen picnic parties of young 
Korean gentlemen engaged in writing 
Chinese poetry under the trees. They 
waeuld take a text and try who could 
make the best rhymes. Such young 
men are now studying the modern 
languages and sciences. They have 
laid aside Confucius and Menclus and 
are reading the New Testament, which 
has been translated by the mission- 
aries, and also a number of other 
books which are being turned _ into 
Korean. A life of Garfield was re- 
cently published, and also the “Story 
of Madam Roland.” A popular book is 
Bunyan's Pilgrims Progress, 
was translated by the late Mrs. Gale 
end a young Korean named Yank-Ki- 
Taik, who recently had some trouble 
with the Japanese government. This 
Piigrim’s Progresa has had a _ large 
sale, and it is going into a new edi- 
tion. I understand that several Ko- 
rean novels have been issued, the 
two most popular now current being 
“Spirit Voices” and “Dead Tree Flow- 
ers.” 


The Korean Dictionary. 

One of the greatest works performed 
by Americans in Korea was the mak- 
ing of the Korean-English dictionary. 
This was done by Dr. J. §S. Gale, a 
Presbyterian missionary. He began ‘: 
in 1892, after four years’ residence in 
the country, and completed it within 
five years. Prior to that there was no 


, means of inter-communication between 
_the foreigners and the natives except 
‘through the 
|work of making the dictionary was 


Chinese language. The 
enormous. 

The definitions were in Korean, Chi- 
nese and English, and every char- 
acter had to be just so, for the vari- 
ation of a stroke or a point might 
perhaps turn the word “Lord” into 
“devil.” The original edition of the 
dictionary has long since been sold 
and a new one is now being pre- 
pared. Dr. Gale tells me that this is 
necessitated by the thousands of new 
words which have come into the lan- 
guage, caused by the changes in civili- 
zation and life of the people. Scien- 
tific ‘words, such as telephone, tele- 
graph, dynamite and radium, have had 
to be added. All of these have now 
their Korean characters and they must 
be defined. The new edition of the dic- 
tionary is being printed in Yokohama, 
and the proofs are sent here to Dr, 
Gale for correction. I have seen some 
of them: Four readers go over every 
sheet and the greatest care is taken 
that each character is right. This is 
f done by Chinese and Korean schoolars.

a new book of the Bible had just 
been discovered and that it would be 
Siven to the people that week. What 
a sensation it would create and how 
all would be alive to learn of the 
new message! 

This is the condition today in Korea, 
Until very lately the people have had 
nothing. but the New Testament in 
their own language. The 150,000 
Christians here have been confined to 
that book, and it is only within a few 
years that they have had the Proverbs 
and Psalms. Today the Old Testa- 
ment is being translated by Dr. Gale 
and Dr. Reynolds with one or two as- 
sistants. It comes out book by book, 
each new volume making a sensation 
far greater than the first selling of 
the new novels ih our country. Gene- 
sis, Isaiah and the Psalms have al- 
ready been printed, and Exodus, Num- 
bers, Job and I and II Samuel will 
soon be in the hands of the people. 
Dr. Gale says that the translation of 
the whole Bible will probably be fin- 
ished this autumn, and that it will be 
in the hands of the Koreans sdon 
after. The work is being published 
by the British and American Bible So- 
cleties, and it will be sold all over the 
country both by agents and by the 
book sellers who are to be found in 
all the large places. 

Korean Newspapers. 

A few years ago the only paper pub- 
lished in Korea was a little court cir- 
cular which gave the commands of 
the king. It was printed with a braish 
and its circulation numbered but a 
few hundred. Today there are Japa- 
nése papers in all the large centers, 
and in Seoul there are four dailies 
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printed in Korean. The capital has 
also three Japanese dailies, and an 
English newspaper, The Seoul Press, 
owned and edited by Mr. Zumoto, a 
very able Japanese journalist. The 
Press is looked upon as one of the or- 
gans of the government, and at pres- 
ent it is the only foreign newspaper 
published in Korea. Not long ago 
there was an English edition of The 
Daily News, an anti-government or- 
gan, but this has been discontinued 
for financial reasons. : 

The Korean Daily News, printed in 
Korean, is the organ of the anti-Japa- 
nese party. It is a bright paper and 
well edited. It has the ablest of Ko- 
rean writers and its circulation is 
large. Like all newspapers, it is sub- 
ject to the government censorship; 
and may be suspended, without notice, 
at the will of the officials. For this 
reason its writers have to be careful 
as to their expressions, and many of 
iis most severe articles are those which 
have to be read between the lines. 
This morning, for instance, I see sev- 
eral editorials under the head of Na- 
ture Notes. Here is one freely trans- 
lated: 

I hear the cuckoo say: “Pap-Gook! 
Pap-Gook! Pap Gook!” 

This is really the song of a bird 
here, but the Chinese character which 
expresses it means also “Restive king- 
dom.”’ 

The next line follows: 

“And what does this voice mean but 
the souls of the.dead patriots who are 
thus speaking to us through the birds.”’ 
The second verse reads: “On the sum- 
mer air I hear the sound of Kun dai! 
Kun dai! Kun dal!” 
| This character means army, and the 
line below adds: 
souls of our dead finding utterance." 

The last verse follows: 

‘In the air I also hear sounds of 
robbery, murder and oppression, and 
what is all this but the ghosts of the; 
thieves and robbers of the dead find-; 
ing expression.”

Until the Jap- 
anese came, priests were forbidden by 
law to enter the capital, and this has 
been the case for five hundred years, 
The Buddhist priesthood today is re- 
cruited largely from the lowest classes, 
and from those of the class who can 
do nothing else. The monasteries 
largely take the places of orphan 
asylums, fatherless children being 
made over to the monks for educa- 
tion as priests. I give this on the 
authority of the Rev. Mr, Bruen, a 
well known Presbyterian missionary 
in Taiku, in southern Korea. Said he: 

“T have spent much time in the 
monasteries, and have asked many 
priests how they came § there. One 
told me that when he was small his 
father died, and, as his mother wished 
to marry again, she made him a, 
priest. Another said he was the 
voungest of eight children, and that 
as his parents were too poor to sup- 
port such a large family they had 
given him over to the Buddhists.

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Constitution Started Fight That 
Promises This Year to Add 
O0 Cents a Crate to 
Crops Value 
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STORY 0 MOVEMENT’ 
BIRTH AND DEVELOPMENT 


Last Year the Growers Were 
in Despair and Threatening 
to Destroy the Orchards. 
This Year Scientific Distri- 
bution Is Solving the Prob- 


lem.

On August 9, 1908, not a year ago, 
The Constitution put, this query: 

““Thumbs up!’ or ‘Thumbs down! for 
the great industry of growing peaches 
in Georgia?” 

The question was 
tinent. 

The season, recently closed, had 
thrown a total of nearly 6,000 cars of 
this splendid Georgia product on the 
American market. 

In viace of bringing in millions of 
doll <s to be distributed throughout the 
state, that mammoth yield brought 
such low prices in the aggregate that 
large and small growers were ready 
to surrender. 

A great many of them were 80 deep- 
ly discouraged that they contemplated 
the heroic remedy of destroying whole 
orchards, in the hope of limiting pro- 
duction and raising prices. 

The industry confronted the crisis of 
its career. Giving employment to thou- 
sands of wage-earners in Georgia, 
promising to add tremendous dividends 
each year to the state's wealth, there 
existed reasons only too logical to sup- 
port the belief that it had reached 
high-tide and would thenceforth decline 
into failure. 

To the vital question of not 
year ago, the answer is ready today. 

_.at it is “Thambs up!” with the em- 
phasis of an organization, capitalized 
at $60,000, with authority to inerease 
to $100,000, and including more than 
90 per cent of the growers, back of the 
exclamation. 

Concretely, the change is manifest in 
an estimated enhancement of 50 to 75 
cents per crate over the price of last 
year, making liberal allowance for the 
shortness of the crop, 

For confusion, conflict and certainty 
of nothing but loss and failure, there 
have been substituted method, scien- 
tifie distribution anda mathematically 
exact system, which shopid forever in- 
,sure the safety and development of 
this great asset*industry. 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange ts the 
factor that has accomplished the benefi- 
eent revolution. 

“The growers of Geargia should 
never cease thauking The Constitution, 
since, without its efforts, there would 
have been no organized movement to 
market the crop in a business way.’ 

That is the testimony of I. M. Flem- 
ing, manager of the exchange, and the 
engineer of this wonderful peach-mar- 
keting machinery. 

The Opening Editorial. 

What follows is an effort to tell, 
concisely and in suggestive terms, the 
birth and development of a movement 
freighted with importance to Georgia, 
and what it portends for the future. 
Since, also, it illustrates the proved 
virtues of organization, the narrative 
can well be studied with profit by 
other industries in the state. 

No more informing title could be 
chosen than this one: 

“Rescuing @ Great Georgia Industry 
From Threatened Failure.’ 

That is the significance of the move- 
ment and the following editorial, pub- 
lished August 9, i908, will convey a 
vivid idea of the status of peach grow- 
ing at that time and the discouraging 
task confronting those who took a 
hopeful view: 

“Turning Point of a Great Industry.” 

“Through a symposium comprising 
the views of many of the most promi- 
nent peach growers in Georgia, as well 
as those of other authorities who have 
made a close study of the subject, The 
Constitution presents elsewhere in its 
fasue today an exhaustive outline of 
the unfortunate status of one of the 
state’s most valuable asset-industries. 

“A etudy of the opinions of these 
practical men of action, each intimate- 
ly familiar with the particular phase to 
which he addresses his comment, can 
give rise to but one conclusion: That 
the business of perch growing in 
Georgia, which has come to mean mil- 
lions of dollars annually to the people 
of ‘this state, has arrived at a turning 
potnt in its destiny. 

“The season now closing bas brought 
a bumper crop from the orchards of 
Georgia, a crop unprecedented in the 
annals of the industry. 

“Instead of pruving, as it rheuld, a 
tremendous source of income to ‘ieor- 
gia in a year when every financial up- 
Mft ia needed by our peopie, this rec- 
ord-breaking crop has brought disap- 
pointment apd discouragement to hun- 
dreds of growers, especially those in 

smalier class. 

money-return, even to the or- 
chardists possessing exceptional facili- 
ties for shipping and marketing, has 
falien below expeet«tions, Positive 
pessimism has fallen upon many of the 
smaller growers, who depend upon 
bhaphazerd and independent methods 
for disposing of their product. So pro- 
nounced, indeed, is the feeling of de~ 
pression tu some quarters, that the vis- 
fenary proposal to cut down trees by 
the wholesale, with a hope of elevating 
prices, has actually met with many 
advocates. 

“The interviews and statements pre- 
sented by The Constitution unite in 
the absolute folly of 
thie Intter propusition, as well as the 
futility of entertaining, for one mo- 
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anrually, te the profit of every man 
engaged in peach cultivation. 
Organization Demanded. 

“These authorities also unite in de- 
claring that this development of the 
industry will never be possible, that 
the growers, large and small, of the 
atate, will continue to face the de- 
moralising conditions of the past sea- 
son— 

“Uniess active and immediate meas- 
ures are taken te inaugurate & prac- 
tical and scientific method of distribu- 
tion, whereby the congestion of mar- 
kets which is now the source of the) 
peach-growers’ trouble will be elimi- 
nated and hundreds of markets now 
neglected be systematically served ac- 
cording toe their capacity for absorp- 
tion. 

“It is pointed out, for instance, tbat 
owing to the unbusiness-like lack of 
methodical distribution, virtually 47 
per cent of the crop goes to two 
cities—New York and Philadelphia. In 
the mecnantioe, handreds «f intermedi- 
ate and contiguous points, that would | 
easily consume intermittent small 
shipments, sre totally ignored with a 
penalty tbat is visited upon every or- 
chardist in Georgia. 

“Cempact, business organisation is 
offered as the one solution of the 
problem; an organization that shall 
include every grower in the state, and 
that shall be so constructed and offi- 
cered as to make the marketing, rout- 
ing and distributing of the cars its 
particular and specific mission. 

“It is argued thnt petty jealousies 
and distrust, which operate now to 
prevent the consummation of such an 
organization, must be resolutely aban- 
doned if peach growing in Georgia is 
to be placed upon a basis of permanent 
stability and profit, and if hundreds 
of growers are to be dissuaded from 
ruthlessly destroying property that 
should be busily returning wealth to 
the state, ; 

“The problem is one of extreme sim- 
plicity. It only remains for aufficient 
ef the xrewers to take the initistive, 
at once while the soreness from past 
methods and losses is still felt, to as- 
sure the salvation of what should be 
one of the most reliable revenue re- 
sources of Georgia.” 


Electrical Response. 

The effect of the editorial and the 
demonstrative sympostum that accom- 
panied it was electrical. 

Commendatory letters 
from growers, large and 
every portion of Georgia. 

Not one of them denied the gravity 
of the situation. There was even 4 
tendency, with competent sources, to 
assert that the picture of The Con- 
stitution was underdrawn. 

Offers of cooperation were numerous. 
Tentative remedies were advanced in 
superabundance. 

Nor were there missing those luke- 
warm spirits who, because of failures 
to effect organization in the past, were 
hopeless of the future. 

Many of them pointed to the enmity, 
jealonsy and distrust here and there 
apparent amang the growers. All 
agreed that organization offered the 
only solution of the problem. 

The only uncertain factor was the 
manner in which it was to be effected. 
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committee cast aboyt for a man to 
head the exchange in the capacity of 
manager, it being realizeq that upon 
the ability and personality of this se- 
lection must largely depend the suc- 
cess of the undertaking. 

The management must include not 
only a high order of executive ability, 
but, as well, an exhaustive knowledge 
of the intricacies of transportation, 
freight rates, refrigeration and mar- 
kets. 

The rare combination was finally 
found in I. M. Fleming, for ten years 
manager for Armour & Co., of the 
Fruit’ Growers’ Express. Under his 
supervision all the peaches going out 
of Georgia and the vegetables from 
Alabama hag been shipped to eastern 
markets, and he Was universally qon- 
ceded to be thoroughly fitted for diffi- 
cult and exacting duties of the posi- 
tion. 

Mr. Fleming joined the field force, 
and was instrumental in making many 
conversions to the moyement, and ‘in 
the necessary stock-raising which pre- 
ceded incorporation, 

The Operating Scheme. 

It may be as wel] here, in the inter- 
ests of making the purposes of the 
growers and thé motive of the ex- 
change clear, to quote President H. © 
Bagley, in the prospectus in which he 
outlined the stope of the movement to 
the people of Georgia. 

He says, in part: 

“To begin with, it should be fully 
understood that this is a movement in- 
augurated by the peach growers of 
Georgia, and that it will be owned 
and operated exclusively in their in- 
terest. The plan as agreed upon was 
adopted by the convention of peach 
growers held in Atlanta September !0 
and |i. and the committee on perma- 
nent organization (composed of 
twenty-one leading growers from the 
different fruit-growing sections of the 
State) Was instructed to canvass the 
State for gubscribergs to the proposed 
capital stock of $100,000, and to ship- 
ment pledges for the crop of 1909. 

“Each member of this committee is 
a leading grower, and has no interest, 
directly or indirectly. in any commis- 
sion house. The members of the com- 
mittee are devoting their time and 
money to the effort to organize the 
growers into this cooperative Plan, 
without compensation and without the 
hope of compensation. except such re- 
turns as they would receive in, com- 
mon with all growers in the sta e, by 
reason of the enhanced prices that 
will result from a proper distribution 
of the crop. 


Not a Trust. 

“It Is not the purpose of the mem- 
bers of the Organization committee 
to form the peach growers into a 
trust, to dictate prices. It is simply 
to insure normal returns for our prod- 
uct by carefully considering the con- 
sumptive demands of all the markets, 
and supplying them direct with ship- 
ments covéring their pro rata propor- 
tion of each day’s output. 

“The plan of the committee 
templates disturbing existing 
Odg of Packing and 
the fruit as little as 
without losing sight of the 
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Constant Campaigning. 
The Constitution persisted 
campaigning. A member 
was exclisively assigned to the sub- 
ject. Day in and day out articles and 
imterviews and editorials protrayed the 
danger of facing another season un- 
organized, the advantages of cooper- 
ation and, above all, the absolute ne- 
cessity of burying all differences and 
petty animosities for the sake of the 
industry-at-large. 
Other state papers followed _ suit. 
Throughout the peach belt a fis was 
i 


in 


roused as never before in its story. 
Ultimately, the campaign reg fed the 
stage of conditional calls fo: a con- 
vention. Here was considerable con- 
flict, but persistence straightened the 
tangle, and agreements were finally 
reached for a representative gathering 
of peach-growers in Atlante, Septem- 
ber 10 and 11. 

In this connection, credit should be 
given E. L. Worsham, state entomolo- 
gist. Personally acquainted with con- 
ditions throughout the state, he gave 
his hearty indorsement to the move- 
ment, sending out countless urgent in- 
vitations to the conference from his 
own office. 

A Successful Convention. 

The convention was well attended 
from every section of the peach-pro- 
ducing territory. Large and smal 
growers expressed a readiness to coop- 
erate, admitting that sore losses 
through the season just passed had 
dispelled any lingering doubts they 
may .have entertained regarding the 
wisdom of cooperation. 

The convention effected organiza- 
tion, with Judge George F. Gober, a 
promirent grower, as chairman, and 
E. L. Worsham, state entomologist, as 
secretary. 

As a result of the consideration, in 
committee and before the convention, 
of several provisional plans for pro- 
cedure the one finally adopted, pro- 
posed substantially by H. C. Bagley, 
proviaed that the exchange should be 
organized with a capital of $100,000, 
of which half should be paid in before 
operations begun. 

It was also provided that the maxi- 
mum share allotted to any grower 
should be $1,000, and that subscriptions 
should not be binding until $25,000 had 
been raised. 

Work by Field Agents. 

The convention adjourned, leaving 
authority in the hands of an organiza- 
tion committee, eventually expanded to 
include the following members, all of 
them, with the exception of Robert F. 
Maddox, representative large and small 
growers of Georgia peaches: 

H. C.. Bagley, chairman; W. H. Har- 
ris; treasurer; A. M. Kitchen, secre- 
tary, A. O. Murphey, A. J. Evans, P. J. 
A. Berckmans, Jr., J. O. Booton, Rob- 
ert F. Maddox, F. A. Ricks, E. B. 
Heard, J. W. Frederick, J. H. Haile, 
George F. Gober, J, Scott Davis, W. F. 
Summerour, Ed Rumble, J. H. Baird, 
H. M. Veach, Ed M. McKenzie and W. 
W. Stevens. 

Two of the members of this com- 
mittee, Messrs. Bagley and Kitchen, at 
once assumed the activities of field 
agents in the work of organization, 
aided here and there by other mem- 
bers. 

*-They made an exhaustive canvass of 
the various peach districts and to 
their loyalty, faith, energy and en- 
thusiagsm in presenting the cause of 
organization to the growers individu- 
ally is unquestionably due a great part 
of the credit for the success that now 
faces the exchange. 

Eater, Mr. Fleming. 

The terms of the. preliminary agree- 
ment having been complied with, the 
organigation committee applied for 
and was given a charter, incorporating 
under the name of the “Georgia Fruit

ts members, feeling that 
self-interes , et 
‘ t of each grower to grow 
le very best quality of peaches pos- 
sible, and to put them up in the most 
attractive package wil] accomplish for 
the growers all that the efforts of the 
exchange at this time could accom- 
Plish in that direction. 

“An agency of the exchange will be 
established at each of the larger ship- 
ping points in the fruit-growing belt 
during the shipping season, and the 
representative in charge will be in in- 
| stant communication both with the 
manager of the exchange in Atlanta 
and with the individual shippers from 
day to day, and will be in position to 
serve the convenience in every detail, 
not only of the individual carload ship- 
per, but of the smaller growers who 
ship in mixed cars. 

Calculate Capacity. 

“It will*be the purpose of the ex- 
change, prior to the opening of the 
season, to carefully calculate the con- 
sumptive capacity of the several mar- 
kets, using all available data for that 
purpose; and, when the shipping sea- 
son opens, the daily output of the state 
will be pro rated among the _ several 
markets in proportion to the supply,, 
and the exchange will then depend 
upon the established principle of sup- 
ply and demand to insure satisfactory 
returns. The daily apportionment of 
carload shipments to the several mar- 
kets will be made by some equitable 
plan, carefully considered and adopted 
by the trustees, «who, being them- 
selves growers, will, of course, use 
their very best judgment to give satis- | 
factory results for all concerned. 

“The plan of the exchange contem. 
plates that, when a car of peaches is 
consigned under its instructions, a 
careful record will be kept of the car 
in transit and at each icing station. 
This record, made by a representative 
of the exchange, will show the hour 
of arrival and departure, the condi- 
tion of the fruit and temperature of 
the car. When the car reaches its des- 
tination, a like inspection as to ite 
condition will be made by a represen- 
tative of the exchange, and a personal 
delivery be made to the commission 
house. Under this plan no disagree- 
ment can arise between the commis- 
sion house and the shipper as to the 
condition of the fruit on arrival; and, 
if damage has resulted from neglect 
on the part of the railroad, refrigera- 
tion company or commission house, or 
from the imperfect condition of the 
fruit when shipped, the blame can 
be instantly placed and a satis- 
factory adjustment of any claim 
arising therefrom can in most cases 

effected without delay or litiga- 
tion. The exchange contemplates 
handling all such claims for its mem- 
bers at the very lowest possible cost 
consistent with efficient service. . . 
Eliminating Speculation. 

“It is contemplated as one of the fea- 
tures of the exchange that, by reason 
of a rigid distribution of the crop and 
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market will receive therefrom, it will 
induce. f. o. b. purchasing at shipping 
stations to a degree never heretofore 
experienced, and, in this way, it will 
of its present uncertain and wholly 
It is eontem- 
plated that the shipments of such f. 
0. b. sales will be protected in the 
several markets the same as the com- 
mission shipments of other members, 
cud by this ¢ .fangement the grower 
can insist upon, and will receive, full 
value for his crop at his shipping sta- 
tion, less the fixed carrying charges 
and a small difference covering the 
added commercial hazard. ) 

“It is not contemplated by the pro- 
moters of this movement that the 
commission.charge to the grower will! 
be in any material measure increased 
over the present basis. On the other 
hand, it is stipulated in the shipment 
pledge that a gross commission charge 
of 10 per cent (which is now made 
in practically all the northern and 
eastern markets) shall cover the eén- 
tire commission charge. 

Pledges Are Redeemed. 

The pledges made ‘by the original 
incorporators, have been and are be- 
ing redeemed. The plan broadly out- 
lined by Mr. Bagley has materialized 
in every detali, and is gaining greater 
momentum every day, as the season 
advances, and the opportunities of the 
exchange widen. 

As finally organized, the exchange is 
officered as follows: 

H. C. Bagley, president; A. QO. Mur- 
phey, secretary; I. M. Fleming, man- 
ager; P. J. A. Berckmans, Jr. vice 
president; Robert F. Maddox, treas- 
urer, and H. D. Marks, assistant man- 
ager. 

A Talk With Mr. Fleming. 

You will probably have noticed on 
the market page of The Constitution 
daily for the past two weeks, a report 
from the Georgia Fruit Exchange, 
giving the movements of cars of 
peaches the day previous, the prices, 
where sold, and the prospects. 

This is the first time the thing has 
been systematically attempted in 
Georgia, and it is the product of the 
corps of expert workers under com- 
mand of Mr. Fieming. By wire and 
long distance telephone, he is con- 
stantly in touch not only with every 
point tm the fruit belt, but as well 
with the markets, whether New York, 
Philadelphia, or in the Middle West 
or the South. 

No Guess-Work. 

Under the system carefully planned 
and materialized by Mr. Fleming for 
the months preliminary to the opening 
of the season, there is no chance for 
guess-work. 

He has a finger on the pulse of the 
peach And its movements, and one of 
the significant points is that he is as 
well informed of the movements of the 
independent peach growers, or the 
“Insurgents,” as they are called, as he 
is of his own people. 

Keeps a Car Moving. 

“We have enlisted over ninety per 
cent of the growers in Georgia,” de- 
clared Mr. Fleming, “and they are 
still coming. I look for them all to 
be in the fold next year. They will 
have to do it, practically in  self- 


by authentic information, in disposing 
of his car once it is packed. He can 
be counted upon, generally, to lose 
twenty-four hours in reaching his mar- 
ket, while the exchange cars, moving 
from the moment they are packed and 
practically rebilled ‘en route, have an 
inestimable advantage. 

“Already we have beat independent 
cars into market on several occasions, 
with prices assured te us and the 
other man left to do the best he can.” 

_ Protection to Buyer. 

“What assurance has the buyer that 
when you séll hima car and he pays 
his ‘money, the fruit will come up to 
grade?” was asked Mr. Fleming. 

“We encourage the large huyers, 
when their transactions justify it, to 
keep their.own inspectors at the or- 
chards. In this way, all uncertainty 
and possibility of dissatisfaction is 
eliminated. There are other checks 
maintained, which assure that both 
buyer and seller are amply protected.” 

Bonded Commission Men. 

“What about the responsibility of 
the commission men?” was asked. 

“The men to whom we consign ship- 
ments,” he replied, “were all selected 
at the beginning of the season, largely 
upon the recommendation of members, 
who, of course, had their preferences. 

“We investigated the standing of 
these men from every conceivable an- 
gle, and then we bonded them. I think 
we may say with perfect safety that 
the dishonest commission merchant, 
whom you mét occasionally in the past, 
has been virtually eliminated as a fac- 
tor of any importance.” 

The Problem of Distribution. 

“How do you secure ‘scientific distri- 
bution, preventing congestion and se- 
curing fair prices?” was the next ques- 
tion. 

“Glutted markets and total lack of 
system in marketing,” was Mr. Flem- 
ing’s answer, “has heretofore consti- 
tuted the secret of poor prices and the 
discouragement of growers. Under our 
method, there will be no glutted mar- 
kets. In the past, more than 50 per 
cent of the crop went to New York 
and Philadelphia. The market was 
constently congested and prices top- 
pled. 

“Last year, in spite of a crop of near- 
ly 6,000 cars, there was little money 
in Georgia peaches. This was princi- 
pally for the reason that cars piled 
upon each other in such markets as 
New York and Philadelphia, without 
any regard to the absorbing capacity 
of the market, and with no systema- 
tized effort to ascertain the capacity of 
other markets, even to reach other 
markets. 

Feeling the Country’s Peach Pulse. 

“This year, we are feeling the pulse 
of the country for peaches. We are 
shipping to New York when the mar- 
ket justifies it. Otherwise, we ship 
direct to Boston, Pittsburg, Rochester. 
Syracuse, Chicago, Detroit, and lately 
we have gone into New Orleans, prac- 
tically a new market. By reason of 
the crop failure in Texas, we are also 
invading that state, with prospects for 
large sales this year. 

“In brief, we have as nearly perfect 
a system of distribution as human in- 
genuity can devise.” 

Possibilities Unlimited. 
“What is the limit to the Georgia 
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defense.” 

While I was in the offices of the 
exchange, with its battery of tele- 
phones, and its corps of clerks and 
experts, each one of them an enthusi- 
ast at the work, telegrams came in 
indicating that another one of the 
“insurgents,” impressed by the flaw- 
less organization of the exchange, had 
succumbed and would become a 
mem ber. 

“We keep a car moving,” declared 
Mr. Fieming, “from the time it is 
packed at the orchard, until it arrives 
at its final destination. That is large- 
ly the secret of our success, taken of 
course, in conjunction: with our faclill- 
ties for keeping in touch with the 
markets. 

“There are two important strategic 
points for distribution of cars of 
peaches from Georgia. From Potomac 
Yards, between Alexandria and Wash- 
ington, in Virginia, cars can be re- 
directed either to the east, or to points 
in the Middle West. The vast majori- 
ty of the eastern shipments from 
Georgia go through this point. 

“From Cincinnati, the bulk of cars 
going west are re-routed.” 

Keeping Tab With Agents. 

“Never for a moment are we out 

touch with our agents at these 
points. And we have agents at all the 
prominent markets and shipping 
points, to whom we pay sélaries for 
the peach selling season to do nothing 
save look after our business. 

“At ten o'clock every evening, I talk 
for half an hour with our man at 
Potomac Yards. I tell him what ship- 
ments he may expect the next day 
from Georgia and instruct him as to 
dispositions in re-billing. 

“T am also in touch with our man at 
Cincinnati and he is fully informed 
regarding the status here. Both these 
men keep me posted concerning the 
condition of cars upon reaching these, 
shipping points, 

When a Car Moves. 

“The minute one of our members 
has a car ready for shipment, he wires 
me the car number, the contents and 
the variety. of peach. I immediately 
wire him to ship it, probably giving 
him Potomac Yards as the destina- 
tion. 

“Wei have, of course, in the mean- 
time kept well informed regarding the 
condition of the markets at various 
points, so we offer this car to the 
houses at the locations we believe a 
good sale can be effected. 

‘Tt is our objective point to make 
all our shipments f.o.b., that is, a fixed 
price offered from the commission mer- 
chant, draft accompanying bill of lad- 
ing and its payment guaranteed by his 
bank before the car passes into his 
possession. ' 

Fifty Per Cent Cash Sales. 

‘We have brought our progress now 
to the stage where about 60 per cent 
of the sales are f.0.b. Consideriog 
that f.0.b. sales prior to the coming 
in of this organization were negligi- 
ble, I think you will agree that in this 
respect alone we have more than justi- 
fied our existence. 

“Say, for example, that we have dis- 
posed of the car while it is still roll- 
ing and before it reaches Potomac 
Yards or Cincinnati. In my talk that 
night with the man at Potomac Yards 
I tell him whege to rebill the car, and. 
it goes straight forward to its des- 
tination as soon as it arrives at this 
junction point. The same principle 
would apply were it going west from 
Cincinnati, 

Beating the “Insurgent.” 

“And this leads to an interestinix 
study of the advantage of the organi!- 
zatfon, The independent, or grower 
out of the exchange, must depend upon 
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peaches the country will take?’ was 
asked Mr. Fleming. 

“None,” was his reply. “I believe we 
; could market an ouput of from eight 
to ten thousand cars at a fair profit 
to all the growers.” 

“What about the size of the yield 
this year, and what effect will the dif- 
ference over this year have in explain- 
ing g00d prices for peaches?” I asked 
Mr. Fleming. 

Short Crop This Year. 

“The crop this year will hardly reacn 
more than 2,500 cars, while that of last 
year reached nearly 6,000 cars. 

“I am prepared to say that had our 
present method of marketing peaches 
been in force last season, the return 
from that bumper output would have 
been a million dollars, perhaps twice 
that, in excess of the actual figures. 
Added Value More Than 50c a Crate. 

“As it is, I am confident, and I be- 
lieve the growers thus far will bear 
me out, that the organization this year, 
despite the short crop, means an en- 
hanced value of from 50 to 75 cents per 
crate for the fruit, speaking from an 
average. 

“Why, I can give you the name of a 
man, @ small grower, \vho last year 
wanted to abandon his .>rchard be- 
cause his peaches, under the old sys- 
tem, had become a positive liability. 
This year his return from tht-e cars 
is $2,476, and there is no dan.rer of 
that man cutting down his orchards 
next year, or any time in the futu«e.” 

No Chance for Favoritism. 

“How do you guard against favorit- 
ism in marketing the crops of the 
various growers?” 

“There is absolutely no chance for 
such a thing. Under our method, a 
car of peaches is an impersonal thing. 
Frequently we know only that it is an 
exchange car, but not the name of the 
grower, when we give it a route. We 
just give every man a fair chance as 
he comes, and we have yet to receive 
a complaint of unfair dealing. 

“The members of the exchange have 
shown perfect loyalty, too. They never 
go over our heads direct to the seller, 
without communicating with us. On 
the contrary, buyers have personally 
told me that this thing of ‘competition’ 
in disposing of the crop did not suit 
them. Many of them, not able to get 
the low prices they thought they ought 
from me, have announced the inten- 
tion of going direct to the grower. 

Growers Keep Posted. 

“We keep the grower posted, how- 
ever. Every night at 6 o'clock a bul- 
letin goes out to members giving sales 
and conditions of various markets for 
the current day. Formerly he had to 
depend on the word of the buyers at 
the track. When he has an offer, he 
gets in touch with us, at our expense, 
and we inform hfm as to whether or 
not the price is a fair one, or whether 
he can do better. 

The Matter of Commission. 

“The commission for the sale of a

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THE END OF SHAM REFORM. 


The people of Georgia emerged yesterday from a two-year course in 
“reform” government repudiated by the people themselves after a one 
year’s trial. ' 

The cards are all upon the table. Evasion no longer avails. Misrep- 
resentation, often friendly, has lost its power to beguile and shelter. “Re- 
form” has written its own record; who, then, shall challenge its own 
admissions? 

Like a phantasmagoric nightmare, the two-year interval is gloomily 


‘illuminated with pledges ignoréd, promises broken, bad faith deliberately 
»and confessedly perpetrated. The cohesive magic of blind and selfish am- 


bitions has dissolved* at the eleventh hour, The fitting climax comes in 
raging dissension, mutual and shrieking abusiveness, recriminations that 
parody statesmanship by borrowing epithets from the fishwife. 

Pity and amusement afid a measure of disgust must affect the by- 
standers. Yet, too, the moral obtrudes boldly; and it would be idle or 
unkind to dwell on failure and exposure in apotheosis unless the metive 
were that of stressing the moral. 

No more soon will demagoguery, opportunism, studied hypocrisy, slan- 
der, or wilful misrepresentation, win in Georgia politics. That is the sig- 
nificance of the high-blown and pathetic fiasco just fallen to an ignomin- 
ious conclusion. 

Founded on the sands, it was inevitable that the house should finally 
crumble of its own weight. 

For their part, no censure attaches to the people of Georgia. The single 
alluring and definite promise of gold restored to their pockets in the return 
of alleged mammoth plunder was sufficient to bind their wills and stampede 
their judgment. It accomplished both, the fascinating prospect of unlimited 
financial benefit drowning the answer of those who knew with what con- 
scious sophistry and intent to decéive the promises were put forward.

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HOW A GREAT STATE MENACES ITS EDUCATIONAL 
SYSTEM. 


A familiar chapter in an old and disgraceful tragedy in the administra-

outlining the distress visited upon the state school teachers of Berrien county 
by the unjust and archaic system of salary payment of many years’ standing. 

The letter sent to State School Commissioner Pound by Hon. W. 
Thomas, one of the most prominent lawyers in south Georgia, specifies the 
hardships suffered by the teachers of Berrien county; and the consequent 
demoralization inevitably visited upon the efficiency of our public school 
system. 


The condition in Berrien is simply an illustration of the status in 


every portion of Georgia. State schools in every county are subjected to 
the same general provisions, and the teachers in north, south, east and west 
Georgia are each year subjected to the same suffering, inconvenience and 
injustice varying only in kind and little in degree. 

The school teachers of Berrien earned during the past year $16,700. Of 
this sum only $3,340 has been paid, a little less than one-fifth, leaving a 
balance of $13,360. 

Mr. Thomas, in his letter, rehearses the inevitable results, an old story 
to Georgians familiar with the educational system of this state: 

“The teachers are dependent for a livelihood upon the services which 


they have rendered, and in order to pay their current expenses of living, their 


| medical bills and their doctors’ bills when sick, some of them have been 


forced to sell their claims at such discounts as they were able to get.” 

Other consequences, equally as deplorable and even more menacing to 
the future, are thus outlined: 

“The conditions which obtain seriously affect the interest and the wel- 
fare of the public school system, in that it renders difficult the work of se- 
curing teachers such as are desired for the work. When we consider that 
these children being taught by these same teachers are in the formative 


period of life and that character formation is involved, is it not wise that 


every inducement be offered by the state to secure the very best of teach- 
ers, whose lives are to be impressed upon the lives of these children?” 

Underpaying is bad enough of itself, in any occupation and from any 
employer, and it should be said that the school teachers of Georgia are paid 
extremely meager salaries for the work they are called on to do. 

But when with this condition is complicated the hardship of having to 
wait months and months for the pittance earned, and frequently the addi- 
tional burden of discounting the small forthcoming salary for the bare ex- 
penses of life—the result is such as to scathingly indict the state of 
Georgia. , 

There is absolutely no excuse for such a condition in a commonwealth 
owning the prosperity and wealth of this one, and to whose people comron 
school education is of such vital and pressing importance. 

In recent speeches Governor Brown outlined a feasible plan for doing 
away with this unspeakable recurring spectacle. Other methods have been 
proposed froin various sources. 

It is immaterial what .solution 
inescapable gravity is the finding of some remedy that will forever remove 
this inequality from an army of the state’s most effective servants. 

This i. not to sreak of the other phase involved—the inevitable deterio- 
ration of the public school system by the desertion of teachers unable to 
depend upon so precarious a mode of getting a living. 

There should be sufficient patriotism and ingenuity in the legislature 
now in session to locate and apply a remedy. Georgia har compromised 
long ehough with one of the most disreputable phases of her governmental

GOOD WORK OF THE FARMERS’ UNION. 


The presence in Atlanta during the past week of the business represen- 
tatives of the Farmers’ Union from the larger part of the southern states, 
met here to discuss plans for advancing and strengthening the work of that 
order, focuses attention on that remarkable organization of bona fide pro- 
ducers. ‘ 

Within less time than the sweep of a decade, the Farmers’ Union has 
grown from scattering local bodies in the state of Texag until today it 
numbers approximately. three million members, distributed throughout 
America, and mainly in the southern states. 

The scope of the conference first held is admirably illustrative of the 
manner in which the: mission of the organization has evolved, and the 
practical style in which it is adapting itself to the trying exigencies of mod- 
ern industrial regulations and problems. ; 

Many of the southern state presidents are among the delegates, but in 
addition there are managers of large and small commercial enterprises, co- 
operative ventures, warehousing concerns, tobacco agents and business 
agents. These latter, constituting a unique departure in farmers’ organiza- 
tion work, have played no small part in materializing the purposes of their 
people. 

It has heretofore been one of the fundamental failings of the farmer 
that, whereas he was long on honor and industry, he was short on business 
acumen. The partial and complete isolation of long standing had produced 
its legitimate results. So that in his average dealings with the world of 
commerce, the untaught farmer was at a radical disadvantage. 

These business agents were first put forward with the idea of equalizing 
the handicap. Members were supposed to rely upon them in those thousand 
regular details that constitute trade interchange, and the agents were sup- 
posed, in turn, to encourage cooperative dealing between the farmers and 
to give the members the benefit of his trained intelligance in buying and 
in the seiling of their commodities. 

The discussion of the business agent led naturally to the consideration 
of the condition which brought him into existence, and its present status. 

Ask any southerner possessed of judgment, ordinary powers of obser- 
vation and the facilities for broad travel. He will tell you that in the last 
few years the farmers of the southern states have appreciated wonderfully 
in those qualities that go to make up the successful man of affairs, fully 
capable of managing his own business and of safeguarding his interests. 

In a recent interview in Thg Constitution, National President Barrett de- 
clared that this one fact stood out as the most vivid of his impressions 
after a protracted national tour. He declared that the farmer was learning 
wisdom of experience, gathering ability to winnow pretense from perform- 
ance, the false from the true, the friend from the mercenary adviser. 

He showed that farmers are now less influenced by the fatal personal

equation, and that they are beginning to choose as leaders and counsellors 
on the basis of merit and proved achievement rather than from individual 


| liking. 


More important still, he expressed the opinion that emotion and preju- 
dice were playing less powerful roles in influencing the attitude of the 
farmer than at any time in the past. Where once the farmer measured the 
strength of a leader by the latter’s ability to sway nis passions and appeal 
to his class-hostility, evidences of a radical change in the opposite direction 
are now apparent. 

The substance of President Barrett’s expression was that the farmer, 
whether in business or politics, was cultivating, slowly but with sureness, 
the art and habit of doing his own thinking. He forecasted the speedy ap- 
proach of the day when demagoguery, commercial or political, would lose 
power to harm or mislead the man of the acres, since the latter was rap- 
idly arming himself with knowledge to penetrate such baneful disguises. 

These shifts in the attitude of the rural population are explainable from 
two angles: 

First, the gradual dissemination of education and educative contact with 
the nakedness of modern business conditions. 

Second, the powerful, quiet, but persistent, propaganda of the organiza- 
tion whose representatives are now gathered in Atlanta. From the first day 
of its national existence, representatives of the Union have preached the 
doctrines of independence, of cooperation between farmers, of the vital ne- 
cessity of business methods and of discretion and analysis in the daily 
affairs of trade and traffic. 

Wonderful as have been the accomplishments of the Union in the past, 
the most magnificent achievements lie in the future, and since these latter 
must be predicated on the wakening of the most important class of our :; op- 
ulation, prophecy in that direction staggers imagination.

All 
of which gives greater emphasis to the 
suggestions made in these columns yes- 
terday in regard to a vicious tendency 
of the times to put the rule of the in- 
dividual above the rule of the law. The 
head of the commission is regarded as 
the governor's asset, and hence the in- 
tense dissatisfaction when that head 
does not carry out the will of the 
Executive. This act on the part of the 
governor is the last grasp of a des- 
perate man. 

It would seem to bea case of superero- 
gation to go into an argument to prove 
that the railroad commission is a co- 
ordinate branch of the state govern- 
ment combining to a great degree both 
the legislative and the judical func- 
tions, but it seems that that fact has 
been lost sight of by the partisans of 
personal rule. The acts of the com- 
mission can be reviewed only by the 
courts. The governor can veto acts 
of the legislature, but he cannot veto 
the acts of the railroad commission. 
Great and rather unusual power is 
given by the law to the commission. 
There is no contravening that power 
except by due process of law—in the 
courts—end no other official or indi- 
vidual can nullify it, except by appeal 
te the courts. 

If by whim or caprice, or by the seiz- 
ure of power, @ governor can say to a 
railroad commission, “If you do not 
vote on this question as I direct I will 
suspend you from office, and presertt 
you to the legislature for impeach- 
ment,” he can apply the same intimt- 
dation to the judges of our courts, and

Now, as one 
who has had much time to think and 
who has studied the question, from 
both the legal and moral points of 
view, I have come to the conclusion 
that more legislation in the direction 
he asks for would complicate and ag- 
gZravate the disease, thus making the 
remedy worse than the disease. 

We cannot legislate Christianity and 
morality into the hearts of the people. 
What we need is a good uniform 
criminal law applicable to each state 
alike, making it a penitentiary offense 


with a maximum penalty of twenty- 


five years for each violation of the 
marriage tie, only the guilty party to 
be punished. Allowing the innocent to 
marry again if he or she so desires, 
but making it a crime for the guilty to 
marry again under any circumstances. 

Let any thinking man or woman 
consider this, and I venture to say they 
will see at a glance that it would stop 
these so-called marriages so common 
in our day in which money or property 
is the sole incentive. I have in mind 
now a woman who married a man and 
left him without any cause whatever, 
and said they had no faith in the sa- 
credness of the tie. They did not ac- 
knowledge the moral or binding force 
of the moral law. and so this was only 
a one-sided marriage. 

This woman should be punished and 
prevented from ever marrying any one, 
while the man should be permitted to 
remarry if he so choose. 

Of course the law courts, in gill 
cases, should decide the guilt or inne- 
cence of either party. The license is 
alright, but the criminal statute is 
faulty. We cannot legislate crime out 
of existence, but wise laws, strictly en- 
forced, will greatly retard and check 
those who are so slack in their regard 
for the sacredness of the home and the 
marriage tie.

June 26.— 
Hyland knocked out 
Leach Cross, of New York, in the 
forty-first round of a scheduled 
forty-five-round battle at the Colma 
arena this afternoon. 

The fight was one of the most sen- 
sational of modern ring history and 
was characterized by the gameness 
and recuperative powers of the New 
York pugilist dentist. He was floor- 
ed fully fifteen times during the con- 
test and after the twenty-fifth round 
fought practically on the defensive 
only. 

Cross Had Early Advantage. 

This was Cross’ initial battle on 
California soil and the first time he 
had fought over ten rounds. For the 
first ten rounds hé was the acme of 
coolness.

PLACED ON TRACKS 


Prisoner Confesses That 
Smith Was Murdered. 


Death Not Due to Accident. 


He Saw 
Body on 


Richardson Says 
Men Place the 
Trestle. 


Rome, Ga., June 26.—<(Special.)-—- 
With the names of eye-witnesses’ in 
their possession, Sheriff Breach and his 
deputies are convinced now that Willie 
Smith was murdered, and as a result 
of further investigations, Robert Dod- 
son and Tom Mann were arrested Fri- 
day and lodged in the county jail. 

Influenced by a confession of Spider 
Richardson, suspect, now in jail, and 
by statements of Richardson's’ wife 
and several others, wnose names the 
officers refuse to divuege at present, 
the sheriff had Dodson and Mann in- 
carcerated. Richardson says he saw 
Carson and Mann place the bleeding 
body of Smith across the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway 
track under the Southern trestle. The 
statement of Richardson is corrobor- 
ated by his wife and several others. 
Richardson's statement, however, does 
not clear him in the eyes of the of- 
ficers. They are still inclined to be- 
lieve he was implica.ed in the crime 
because of his delay in making the con- 
fession that led to the arrest of Dodson 
and Mann. However, he strongly af- 
firms that he had nothing to do with 
the death of Smith. Dodson and Mann 
are alleged to have been on intimate 
terms with Smith's wife. The officers 
say they have positive proof of this. 

The preliminaly trial comes up be- 
fore Justice Walter Harris next Tues- 
day.

Ground has been broken for the hand- 
some Shearn Methodist Episcopal! 
church, south, which is to be built 
during the coming year.
